
 

ORDINANCE 691-03-18 

 

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING SECTION 1163.03 OF THE CODIFIED 

ORDINANCES OF ROAMING SHORES VILLAGE PLANNING AND ZONING 

CODE TO ALLOW SIGNS WHICH REVOLVE, ROTATE, WHIRL OR SPIN, 

AND NOT DECLARING AN EMERGENCY  
 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the Village of Roaming 

Shores, Ohio: 

 

SECTION 1.  Section 1163.03(2) GENERAL REQUIREMENTS FOR ALL SIGNS 

AND DISTRICTS, is hereby deleted:  

 

2. No sign shall employ any parts or elements which revolve, rotate, whirl, 

spin or otherwise make use of motion to attract attention. Subsections (1) 

and (2) of this section shall not apply to any sign performing a public 

service function indicating time, temperature, stock market quotations or 

similar services;  

 

SECTION 2.   That it is hereby found and determined that all formal actions of this 

Council concerning and relating to the adoption of this ordinance were adopted in an 

open meeting of this Council and that all deliberations of this Council and of any of its 

committees that resulted in those formal actions were in meetings open to the public, in 

compliance with all legal requirements including Section 121.22 of the Ohio Revised 

Code. 

 

SECTION 3.   That this ordinance is not an emergency and shall not take effect until 

thirty (30) days after its passage.
